There is abundant and 
increasing evidence that true democracy is being short-circuited, 
that the will of the majority- is being frustrated in many respects. 
We should all recognize there is vast room for improvement. 


But in the meantime—tomorrow—there is only one sensible 


thing to do. That is to make careful choice of the candidates and 
of the issues and vote. There are choices. Maybe not all the 
choices that all of us would like, but choices nevertheless. And 
som° of them are mighty important choices. 


Let us make our choices at the polls tomorrow. 


Then we can work to make our election s) stem more nearly 


perfect before another election rolls around. 


What Should Go Postage Free? 


It is just as well that Postmaster Goneral Watson and Senator 


Griffin of Michigan agreed to shelve their dispute over congres- 
sional franking privileges until after the election. Tne question 
should not be made a partisan political football. 


It is not, however, a question outside the realm <if politics; 


not by any means. The very hub of the matter—and we refer not 
to the Griffin case, but to the whole broad question of the uses 
and abuses of the franking privilege—is political. This turns on 
how one interprets the law's requirement that members of Con. 
gress must not use the frank to mail "campaign" materials. In 
short: What's campaign material? 


Senators and representatives use the franking privilege to send 


their constituents rrore than 100 million pieces of first class mail 
annually. As a usual thing, the Post Office Department is very 
generous about including this material under the postage-free 
category. Rarely does it ask reimbursement on grounds that the 
franking privilege has been violated. 


At any rate, the Griffin case focuses welcome attention on the 


plain fact that meml>ers of Congress do send out, under the frank- 
ing privilege, bales of stuff that helps along their re-election 
even if it is not outright campaign material. Perhaps the time 
has como for Congress to minimize abuses in the future by m re 
carefully dijiining wivat is campaign material and what is not.

They 
are both, in the judgment of at 
least one reputable scientist, 
doomed to extinction. The blue 
whale, it is said, may disappear 
within a year; man has a little 
longer, maybe 00 years. 


This dire prediction is made 


by Dr. Richard Felger, botany 
curator 
at the Los Angeles 


County Museum of National His. 
tory. As a newly appointed mem. 
ber of the Population Crisis 
Comm'ttee, Dr. Felger asserts 
that man cannot exist more than 
a few decades longir if he 
continues to poison his environ, 
ment. 


Dr. Felger paints a grim 


picture—water unfit to drink, 
the air unfit to breathe, plant 
life being replaced with con. 
crate and asphalt. 
He also 


note.s that the repressive gov. 
ernment fostered by mass star, 
vation may speed up the process 
of man's downfall. The way 
things are going now, says the 
California scientist, life will 
continue to exist but min will 
not be one of the surviving 
species. 


Though thare is m jch evi- 


dence in supportof this frighten- 
ing prophecy, it seems exces- 
sively pessimistic. The condi. 
tions that provoke it are not 
Irreversible. But Dr. Felger's 
warning, like others of the kind, 
does serve the useful purpose 
of reminding us that vigorous 
corrective action must be tak- 
en. 
If mankind fails in this, 


the prediction of doom in half 
a century or so may come to 
pasi.

Democratic orthodoxy, and that 
therefore McCarthy's endorse, 
mont. while not raising Hum- 
phrey's vote, will raise the 
morale of Humphrey's suppor- 
ters. 


So what else is new. Senator 


McCarthy, of course, went on 
to 
say 
far more intriguing 


things. 
His endorsement of 


Humphrey was about as enthusi- 
astic as Queen Victoria'sack. 
nowledgem°nt of William Glad, 
stone as Prim.0 Minister. What 
he did say with apparent gusto 
was that he was through with 
the Democratic Party as now 
constituted. 
"I wish to make 


it as clear as I can to the young 
people 
and others who sup. 


ported 
me this year after I 


asked them to test the establish, 
ed political processes of the 
Democratic Party that I will not 
make that request of them a» 
gain, unless those processes 
have clearly been changed. .." 


Senator McCarthy did make it 


clear that he won't ev?r again 
ask his followers to support 
the Democratic Party unless the 
Democratic 
Party 
changes. 


Changes 
in some mysterious 


way. 
Changes, need one com. 


ment, in such a way as to 
please Senator McCarthy. 


It is all rather strange, inas. 


much as the political processes 
of the Democratic Party with 
which Senator McCarthy lived 
so very comfortable for so many 
years, are not really any dif. 
ferent now from -vhat they were 
when, 
for 
instance, 
Adlai 


Stevenson was presented 
to 


the Democratic Convention in 
Chicago in 1952, not having run 
in a single primary, and was 
nominated for President with- 
out so much as a by.your. 
leave to the heavily popular 
favorite Estes Kefauver. 


Senator McCarthy's allergy 


to the Democratic Party cry. 
stallized at the moment when 
the Democratic Party rejected 
him, 
even as it had rejected 


Kefauver with McCarthy's de. 
lirious approval, in preference 
for sormone else. .McCarthy's 
showing in the primaries was 
by far less conclusive than 
Kefauver's had been—but never 
m'nd, McCarthy's vanity islar. 
ger. Or if that is now the word 
for it, his devotion to his ideals 
is larger, and now he finds that 
none of the existing political 
parties qualifies as a vessel 
pure enough to transport his 
ideals to power. 


I suspect that Senator Mc- 


Carthy sees far enough into the 
future to see a fight looming 
in 1972 between President Rich. 
ard Nixon, seeking a second 
term and—Senator Teddy Kei> 
nedy. What a nightmare that is, 
for 
a gentleman who fought 


first Jack, then Bobby—and now 
faces the excruciating prospect 
of Teddy Kennedy. Having said 
that he would not counsel his 
following to stay with the Dem. 
ocratic ticket in 1970, nor the 
presidency on a Democratic 
ticket in 1972. To say, in effect, 
that he flatly predicts that th° 
r>3nv 'Cratic Party will not have 
reformed. 


Is he, then, punishing the 


Kennedy supporters now, for 
not conrng to his aid in Chicago 
during the suminpr? For back, 
ing Senator Me Govern, instead 
of himself? 
"What on earth 


does he believe will sustain 
his disciples? Has he in mind 
a vehicle more sublime than the 
Democratic Party, hackneyed 
as it is? Imagine, McCarthy 
leading a third-party movement 
against Teddy Kennedy! What 
it comes down to, I venture 
is that Senator McCarthy will 
not likely again, in his life- 
time, command a substantial 
political movement. 
I mean, 


he's through. 
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WASHING TOW -When the full 


story o' thg Vietnam Iruce ne- 
gotiations is told, the following 
important facts will be reveal- 
ed: 


1. President Johnson worked 


harder on the truce than any 
other problem he has tackled 
since March 31. There were 
delays, but the last thing he 
wanted was a pre-election truce 
thit in; j'ut appear as a politi- 
cal trick, as charged by N'Xon. 


2. Tne Russians were a great 


h3lp throughout the negotia- 
tions. 


3. President Johnson has a 


secret understanding with Nixon 
whereby Nixon, if elected, would 
send a personal observer to 
attend the Paris talks. The 
President and Nixon had agreed 
not to play politics with the 
war, which was one reason why 
LBJ was so sore wnen Nixon 
made a statement accusing the 
White House of trying to get 
a truce to help H mrahrey. 


Actually a truce appeared 


to be almost within the ne- 
gotiators' gasp several timos 
when premature leaks upset the 
diplomatic applecart. 


The agreement onwithdrawal 


of troops from the demilitarized 
zone was not difficult, because 
North Vietnamese government 
had already withdrawn. They 
had already 
stopped shelling 


South Vietnamese cities. 


— SAVING FACE — 


However, the problem of geU 


ting North Vietnam to sit at 
the same conference table with 
South Vietnam and getting South 
Vietnamese government in turn 
to sit with the representatives 
of the Viet Cong, namely the 
National Liberation Front, was 
much more difficult. 
Here 


the delicate oriental problem 
of saving face was involved. 


As a matter of courtesy, the 


State Department had to keep 
American allies informed. But 
when they told AustralianPrime 
Minister Gorton what was hap. 
pening. he got so enthusiastic 
over peace that he couldn't keep 
quiet. 


The Prince Souvanna Phouma 


in Laos was told that the United 
States might soon stop bombing 
the North, 
Information was 


given him ^>ecause he had enemy 
troops on his soil, kept partly 
under control by American 
bomMng. Souvanna Phouma also 
got so enthusiastic about peace 
that he rushed out with a state- 
ment. 


Leaks also came from the 


Saigon government, which prob- 
ably were deliberate, since the 
South Vietnamese knew leaks 
would stymie the negotiations. 
There were those around the 
presidential palace in Saigon 
who do not want peace. 


North Vietnam had announc- 


ed to the world, and especially 
its Asiatic friends, that it would 
not give advance commitments 
to the United States until the 
United States stopped bombing 
the North. Yet Johnson was in- 
sisting on advance com~nit- 
ments. This was why the leaks 
were embarrassing. 


In the end the Russians de- 


serve a lot of credit for push- 
ing North Vietnam toward a 
settlement. President Johnson 
found the Russians both co- 
operative and frank. They warn, 
ed him, however, that Red China 
might stage an incident to upset 
the negotiations. 


One reason for Soviet co- 


operation is the hope of re- 
establishing cordial Moscow— 
Washington relations before the 
possible election of Richard 
Nixon. 
The Russians frankly 


dislike and distrust Nixon, and 
fear that if he gets into the White 
House there will be a resump. 
tion of the cold war. 


Last spring and summer they 


were on the way to important 
agreements with Johnson, look- 
ing toward missile lirnrtation 
and an agreement 
regarding 


anti-ballistic missiles. These 
would be extremely expensive 
for both countries. 
Johnson 


wants to avoid an ABM race. 
Nixon says the ABM rust be 
built—^t a cost of $00 billion. 


What irked the Presidentwas 


Nixon's statement that the White 


House was playing politics with 
peace at a time when Nixonwas 
being informed about 
every 


move and when Johnson had 
previously told Nixon that he 
would give him the opportunity 
to send a personal observer 
to attend the Paris peace talks— 
if elected. The President felt 
that Nixon had set up a straw 
man in order to knock him 
down by stating that Johnson 
was not responsible for play, 
ing politics but then accusing the 
V/hite House of playing politics 
anyway.

Gen. Abrams gave LBJ a full 


report and acknowledged that 
five of the NDrth Vietnamese 
seven divisions had withdrawn 
across the border. This seemed 
to be substantiation of their good 
will. The retreat of these five 
divisions was carefully verifi- 
ed by the latest electronic and 
photographic methods which the 
United States uses to measure 
enemy infiltration. 


Abrams was somewhat skep» 


tical 
regarding this pullout, 


however, and reported that the 
North Vietnamese had been bad. 
ly battered by relentless U.S. 
pressure. 
He estimated the 


North Vietnamese had suffered 
85,000 casualties in their mill- 
tary operations between May 
and August when they attempted 
to repeat the spectacular Tet 
offensive. 


He warned that North Vietnam 


is loaded with military supplies 
and that construction crews 
have concentrated on repairing 
the roads, bridges and rail. 
roads. 
Therefore the flow of 


supplies could be heavy into 
South Vietnam when bombing 
is halted.

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There Are Choices To Be Made 


This is an election year when a lot of people are saying “ I 
think I'll just stay hom e." 


Luckily, most of those who are saying it don't really mean it, 
and will, in fact, go to the polls and vote. There are always those 
lackadaisical and just plain negligent citizens who do not register 
or get to the polls if they do. But that seemingly senseless 
phenomenon of the organized election boycott has not gained much 
support in this country. Let us hope it never does. 


That does not mean that we should fatuously assume that we have 
the best of all possible election system s. There is abundant and 
increasing evidence that tru e dem ocracy is being short-circuited, 
that the will of the m ajority is being frustrated in many respects. 
We should all recognize th ere is vast room for improvement. 


But in the meantime— tom orrow —there is only one sensible 
thing to do. That is to make careful choice oi the candidates and 
of the issues and vote. 
There are choices. Maybe not all the 
choices that all of us would like, but choices nevertheless. And 
some of them are mighty im portant choices. 


Let us make our choices at the polls tomorrow. 


Then we can work to make our election system more nearly 
perfect before another election rolls around. 


What Should Go Postage Free? 


It is just as well that P ostm aster G m eral Watson and Senator 
Griffin of Michigan agreed to shelve their dispute over congres­ 
sional franking privileges until after the election. The question 
should not be made a partisan political football. 


It is not, however, a question outside the realm ‘if politics; 
not by any m eans. The very hub of the m atter—and we refer not 
to the Griffin case, but to the whole broad question of the uses 
and abuses of the franking privilege— is political. This turns on 
how one in terp rets the law 's requirem ent that mem!)ers of Con­ 
g ress m ust not use the frank to mail "cam paign" m aterials. In 
short: W hat's campaign m aterial? 


Senators and representatives use the franking privilege to send 
their constituents m are than 100 million pieces of first class mail 
annually. 
As a usual thing, the Post Office Department is very 
generous about including this m aterial under the postage-free 
category. 
R arely does it ask reim bursem ent on grounds that the 
franking privilege has been violated. 


At any rate, the Griffin case focuses welcome attention on the 
plain fact that momliers of Congress do send out, under the frank­ 
ing privilege, bales of stuff that helps along their re-election 
even if it is not outright campaign m aterial. Perhaps the time 
has come for Congress to minimize abuses in the future by m re 
carefully defining wivit is campaign m aterial and what is not.

It is a great 
c o n t ribution 
by students of 
epidemics 
to 
warn us about 
their possibil­ 
ity w i t h o u t 
terrorizing us 
about their dangers, severity 
and our lack of protection. 
Already pharm aceutical com­ 
panies are actively engaged 
in 
incorporating 
the 
Hong 
Kong virus in the influenza 
vaccine now available. It will 
soon be ready and should not 
cause a black m arket furor in 
obtaining it. 
When it is released it should 
be given first to the elderly*, 
the infirm and those who are 
chronically ill. While the new 
vaccine is being produced, the 
standard 
influenza 
vaccine 
should be used to build up im­ 
m unity ag ain st the other vi­ 
ruses norm ally responsible for 
m id-w inter flu infections. 
U nder the direction of the 
U nited S tates Public Health 
Service, scientists and bacter­ 
iologists are working at great 
speed to produce the vaccine 
w hich will be effective against 
Hong Kong flu. Meanwhile, it 
m ust be constantly em pha­ 
sized th a t 
the existing flu 
vaccine offers a great, deal of 
p r o te c tio n and should be used 
when and how* the doctor pre­ 
scribes it. The routine protec­ 
tive m easures of good diet, 
sufficient rest, avoidance of 
fatigue and exposure to peu- 
jde who are ill should be fol­ 
lowed until the time the new 
vaccin e is available.

Physicians relentlessly pur­ 
sue the problem s of pregnancy 
in an effort to reduce the 
th re a t to the unborn child and

It is now* 
accepted th a t the amount of 
HPL in the blood is a good 
index of the health of the 
placenta, the rem arkable tis­ 
sue by* which the fetus is a t­ 
tached 
to the w*all of the 
womb. M easuring the am ount 
of the hormone a t about the 
second m onth of pregnancy 
gives valuable inform ation to 
the doctor, who can then pre­ 
dict w ith accuracy the possi­ 
ble problem s th a t may arise. 
Using the 
knowledge 
ac­ 
quired about HPL. Dr. H er­ 
bert A. Selenkow a t the Peter 
Bent 
B righam 
Hospital 
in 
Boston and his associates be­ 
lieve th a t they now* can pre­ 
dict 
possible 
complications 
long before they occur. He be­ 
lieves th a t the H PL level "in­ 
dicates the placental function 
cur. recover fully when it is 
excessively low and that the 
patient can continue to nor­ 
mal delivery tim e.” 
This indeed is a valuable 
contribution to those patients 
who. because of malfunction 
or special diseases, have had 
their pregnancies repeatedly 
threatened.

To Extinction 
In 50 Years? 


What do mankind and the blue 
whale have in common? They 
are both, in the judgment of at 
least one reputable scientist, 
doomed to extinction. The blue 
whale, it is said, may disappear 
within a year; man has a little 
longer, maybe 50 years. 
This dire prediction is made 
by Dr. Richard Felger, botany 
curator 
at 
the Los Angeles 
County Museum of National His­ 
tory. As a newly appointed mem­ 
ber of the Population C risis 
Comm ttee, Dr. Felger a sse rts 
that man cannot exist m ore than 
a few decades longer if lie 
continues to poison his environ­ 
ment. 
Dr. Felger paints a grim 
picture—w ater unfit to drink, 
the air unfit to breathe, plant 
life being replaced with con. 
Crete and asphalt. 
He also 
notes that the repressive gov­ 
ernm ent fostered by m ass sta r­ 
vation may speed up the process 
of m an's downfall. The way 
things are going now, says the 
California scientist, life will 
continue to exist but man will 
not 
be one of the surviving 
species. 
Though there is m ich evi­ 
dence in support of this frighten­ 
ing prophecy, it seem s exces­ 
sively pessim istic. The condi­ 
tions that provoke it a re not 
irrev ersib le. But Dr. F e lg e r's 
warning, like others of the kind, 
does serve the useful purpose 
of reminding 
us that vigorous 
corrective action must be tak­ 
en. 
If mankind fails in this, 
the prediction of doom in half 
a century or so may come to 
pass.

MCCARTHY'S STATEMENT 
The speculation is: how many 
votes will Humphrey gain from 
his endorsem ent by Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy. I did not know how to 
answer the question when asked 
to give an assessm ent on the 
evening that McCarthy made his 
declaration. So I threw it to an 
audience of 1500, half coUege 
students, half townsfolk, and 
said: 
I wonder, would those of 
you who w ere not planning to 
vote for Humphrey^ but now 
will, please raise your hands? 
Not a single hand raised. Which 
suggests that McCarthy m erely 
ratified a position already made 
by some M cCarthyites, to vote 
for Humphrey. Those who w ere 
determ ined to hold out, a re still 
determ ined to hold out. 
The net effect, then, is to 
suggest that the rise in M r. 
Hum phrey's popularity during 
the past few weeks already 
recorded 
the 
fliglit back to 
Democratic orthodoxy, and that 
therefore McCarthy’s endorse­ 
ment, while not raising Hum» 
p hrey's vote, 
will 
raise the 
m orale of Humphrey's suppor­ 
te rs. 
So what else is new. Senator 
McCarthy, of course, went on 
to 
say 
far more intriguing 
things. 
His endorsem ent of 
Humphrey was about as enthusi­ 
astic as Queen V ictoria's ack­ 
nowledgement of William Glad­ 
stone as Prim e M inister. What 
he did say with apparent gusto 
was that he was through with 
the Democratic Party as now 
constituted. 
" I wish to make 
it as clear as I can to the young 
people 
and others who sup­ 
ported me this year after I 
asked them to test tlie establish­ 
ed political processes of the 
Dem ocratic Party that Iw illnot 
make that request of them a- 
gain, 
unless those processes 
have clearly been changed. . . " 
Senator McCarthy did make it 
clear that he won’t ever again 
ask his followers to support 
the D em ocratic Party unless the 
Dem ocratic 
Party 
changes. 
Changes in some m ysterious 
way. 
Changes, need one com­ 
ment, in such a way as to 
please Senator McCarthy. 
It is all rather strange, inas­ 
much as the political processes 
of the Democratic Party with 
which Senator McCarthy lived 
so very comfortable for so many 
years, are not really any dif­ 
ferent now from what they w ere 
when, 
for 
instance, 
Adlai 
Stevenson was presented 
to 
the Democratic Convention in 
Chicago in 1952, not having run 
in a single prim ary, and was 
nominated for President w ith, 
out so much as a by-your- 
leave to the heavily popular 
favorite E stes Kefauver. 


Senator M cCarthy's allergy* 
to the Democratic Party cry­ 
stallized at the moment when 
the Democratic Party rejected 
him, even as it had rejected 
Kefauver with M cCarthy's de­ 
lirious approval, in preference 
for someone else. M cCarthy's 
showing in the p rim aries was 
by far less conclusive than 
K efauver's had been—but never 
m nd, M cCarthy's vanity is lar­ 
ger. Or if that is now the word 
for it, his devotion to his ideals 
is larg er, and now he finds that 
none of the existing political 
p arties qualifies as a vessel 
pure enough to transport his 
ideals to power. 
I suspect that Senator Mc­ 
Carthy sees far enough into the 
future to see a fight looming 
in 1972 between P resident Rich­ 
ard Nixon, seeking a second 
term and—Senator Teddy Ken­ 
nedy. What a nightm are that is, 
for a gentleman who fought 
first Jack, thenBobby—and now 
faces the excruciating prospect 
of Teddy Kennedy. Having said 
that he would not counsel his 
following to stay with the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket in 1970, nor the 
presidency on a Democratic 
ticket in 1972. To say, in effect, 
that he flatly predicts that the 
Dam* cratic Party w ill not have 
reform ed. 
Is he, then, punishing the 
Kennedy supporters now, for 
not conrng to his aid in Chicago 
during the sum m er? For back­ 
ing Senator McGovern, instead 
of him self? 
"W hat on earth 
does he believe w ill sustain 
his disciples? Has he in mind 
a vehicle more sublim e than the 
Democratic P arty, hackneyed 
as it is? Imagine, McCarthy 
leading a third-party movement 
against Teddy Kennedy! What 
it com es down to, I venture 
is that Senator McCarthy will 
not likely again, in his life­ 
tim e, 
command a substantial 
political movement. 
I mean, 
he's through.

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Wa s h in g t o n - w hen thefuu 
story o ' the Vietnam iruce ne­ 
gotiations is told, the following 
im portant facts will be reveal­ 
ed; 
1. President Johnson worked 
harder on the truce than any 
other problem he has tackled 
since March 31. There were 
delays, but the la st thing he 
wanted was a pre-election truce 
that might appear as a politi­ 
cal trick, as charged by N xon. 
2„ The Russians w ere a great 
help 
throughout 
the negotia­ 
tions. 
3. President Johnson has a 
se cret understandingwith Nixon 
w hereby Nixon, if elected, would 
sent! a personal observer to 
attend the P aris talks. Tlie 
P resident and Nixon had agreed 
not to play politics with the 
w ar, which was one reason why 
LBJ was so sore wnen Nixon 
made a statem ent accusing the 
White House of trying to get 
a truce to help II imohrey. 
Actually a truce appeared 
to be alm ost within the ne­ 
gotiators’ gasp several tim es 
when prem ature leaks upset the 
diplom atic applecart. 
The agreem ent onwithdrawal 
of troops from the dem ilitarized 
zone was not difficult, because 
North Vietnamese government 
had already withdrawn. They 
had already 
stopped shelling 
South Vietnamese cities. 


— SAVING F A C E - 
However, the problem of get­ 
ting North Vietnam to sit at 
the sam e conference table with 
South Vietnam and getting South 
V ietnam ese government in turn 
to sit with the representatives 
of the Viet Cong, namely the 
National Liberation Front, was 
much more difficult. 
Here 
the delicate oriental problem 
oí saving face was involved. 
As a m atter of courtesy, the 
State Department had to keep 
A m erican allies inform ed. But 
when they told A ustralian Prim e 
M inister Gorton what was hap­ 
pening. he got so enthusiastic 
over peace that he couldn't keep 
quiet. 


The Prince Souvanna Phouma 
in Laos was told that the United 
States might soon stop bombing 
the North. 
Information was 
given him because he had enemy 
troops on his soil, kept partly 
under 
control 
by 
Am erican 
bombing. Souvanna Phouma also 
got so enthusiastic about peace 
that he rushed out with a state­ 
m ent. 
Leaks also came from the 
Saigon government, which prob­ 
ably were deliberate, since the 
South Vietnamese knew leaks 
would stymie the negotiations. 
T here were those around the 
presidential palace in Saigon 
who do not want peace. 
North Vietnam bad announc­ 
ed to the world, and especially 
its Asiatic friends, thatitw ould 
not give advance com m itm ents 
to the United States until the 
United States stopped bombing 
the North. Yet Johnson was in­ 
sisting 
on 
advance commit­ 
m ents. This was why the leaks 
w ere em barrassing. 
In the end tlie Russians de­ 
serve a lot of credit for push­ 
ing North Vietnam toward a 
settlem ent. President Johnson 
found the Russians both co­ 
operative and frank. They warn­ 
ed him, however, that Red China 
might stage an incident to upset 
tlie negotiations. 
One reason for Soviet co­ 
operation is the hope of re­ 
establishing cordial Moscow— 
Washington relations before the 
possible election of Richard 
Nixon. 
Tlie Russians frankly 
dislike and distrust Nixon, and 
fea r that if he gets into the White 
House there will be a resum p­ 
tion of the cold w ar. 
L ast spring and sum m er they 
w ere on the way to im portant 
agreem ents with Johnson, look­ 
ing toward m issile lim :tation 
and an agreem ent regarding 
anti-ballistic m issiles. These 
would be extrem ely expensive 
for both countries. 
Johnson 
w ants to avoid an ABM race. 
Nixon says the ABM ru st be 
built— 
a cost of $50 billion. 
What irked the President was 
Nixon's statem ent that the White 


House was playing politics with 
peace at a tim e when Nixonwas 
being 
informed 
about every 
move and when Johnson had 
previously told Nixon that he 
would give him the opportunity 
to send a personal observer 
to attend the P aris peace talks— 
If elected. 
The President felt 
that Nixon had set up a straw 
man in order to knock him 
down by stating that Johnson 
was not responsible for play­ 
ing politics but then accusing the 
White House of playing politics 
anyway. 
— BEHIND ABRAMS'S TRIP— 
Inside 
reason 
for 
Gen. 
Creighton A bram s's dram atic 
secret trip to Washington was 
to 
get 
personal 
word from 
President 
Johnson regarding 
the truce talks. 
The President is so pleased 
with Abram s' successes on the 
battle front that he didn't want 
to 
overrule 
his commander 
arbitrarily. 
Gen. Abrams gave LBJ a full 
report and acknowledged that 
five of the North Vietnamese 
seven divisions had withdrawn 
across the border. This seemed 
to be substantiation of their good 
w ill. The retrea t of these five 
divisions was carefully verifi­ 
ed by the latest electronic and 
photographic methods which the 
United States uses to m easure 
enemy infiltration. 
Abrams was somewhat skep­ 
tical 
regarding 
this pullout, 
however, and reported that the 
North Vietnamese had been bad­ 
ly battered by relentless U.S. 
pressure. 
He estim ated the 
North Vietnamese had suffered 
85,000 casualties in their mili­ 
tary operations between 
May 
and August when they attempted 
to repeat the spectacular Tet 
offensive. 
He warned that North Vietnam 
is loaded with m ilitary supplies 
and 
that 
construction crew s 
have concentrated on repairing 
the roads, bridges and rail­ 
roads. 
Therefore the flow at 
supplies could be heavy into 
South Vietnam when bombing 
is halted.

That does not mean that we should fatuously assume that we have 
the hast of all possible election system .. There t* abundant and 
increasing evidence that true democracy is being shorf-ctrcuited, 
that the will of the majority la being frustrated in many respects. 
W# should all recognize there is vast room for improvement. 


But in the meantime— tomo* row—there ta only one sensible 
thing to do. That la to make careful choice of the candidates and 
of the issues and vote. 
There are choices. Maybe not all the 
choices that all of us would like, but choices nevertheless. And 
som* of them are mighty Important choices. 


Let us make our choices at the polls tomorrow. 


Then we can work to make our election s\ stem more nearly 
perfect before another election rolls around. 


What Should Go Postage Free? 


It Is just as well that Postmaster O ne ral Watson and Senator 
Griffin of Michigan agreed to shelve their dispute over congres­ 
sional franking privileges until after the election. The question 
should not be made a partisan political football. 


It is not, however, a question outside the realm of politics; 
not by any means. The very hub of the m atter— and we refer not 
to the Griffin case, but to the whole broad question of the uses 
and abuses of the franking privilege— is political. This turns on 
how one Interprets the law's requirement that members of Coiw 
gress must not use the frank to mail "campaign" materials. In 
short; What's campaign material^ 


Senators and representatives use the franking privilege to send 
their constituents more than 100 million pieces of first class mail 
annually. 
As a usual thing, the Post Office Department is very 
generous about including this material under the postage-free 
category. 
Rarely does It ask reimbursement on grounds that the 
franking privilege has been violated. 


At any rate, the Griffin case focuses welcome attention on the 
plain fact that memiiers of Congress do send out, under the frank­ 
ing privilege, bales of stuff that helps along their re-election 
even if It is not outright campaign m aterial. Perhaps the time 
has come for Congress to minimize abuses in the future by m re 
carefully driining what is campaign material and wliat is not.

quired about HPL. Dr. Her­ 
bert A. Selenkow at the Peter 
Bent 
Brigham 
Hospital 
in 
Boston and his associates be­ 
lieve that they now can pre­ 
dict 
possible 
complications 
long before they occur. He be­ 
lieves that the HPL level "in­ 
dicates the placental function 
can recover fully when it is 
excessively low and that the 
patient can continue to nor­ 
mal delivery time.” 
This indeed is a. valuable 
contribution to those patients 
who, because of malfunction 
or special diseases, have had 
their pregnancies repeatedly 
threatened.

To Extinction 
In 50 Years?

What do mankind and the blue 
whale have In common? They 
are both, in the judgment of at 
least one reputable scientist, 
doomed to extinction. The blue 
whale, it is said, may disappear 
within a year; man has a little 
longer, maybe 50 years. 
This dire prediction is made 
by Dr. Richard Felger, botany 
curator 
at the Los Angeles 
County Museum of National His* 
tory. Asa newly appointed mem* 
ber of the Population C risis 
Comm ttee, Dr. Felger asserts 
that man cannot exist more than 
a few decades longer if he 
continues to poison his environ* 
ment. 
Dr. Felger paints a grim 
picture—water unfit to drink, 
the air unfit to breathe, plant 
life being replaced with con­ 
crete and asphalt. 
He also 
notes that the repressive gov­ 
ernment fostered by m ass star­ 
vation may speed up the process 
of man's downfall. The way 
things are going now, says the 
California scientist, life will 
continue to exist but man will 
not be one of the surviving 
species. 
Though there is m ich evi­ 
dence in support of this f rightei* 
ing prophecy, it seems exces­ 
sively pessimistic. The condi­ 
tions that provoke it are not 
irreversible. But Dr. F elger's 
warning, like others of the kind, 
does serve the useful purpose 
of reminding us that vigorous 
corrective action must be tak­ 
en. 
If mankind fails in this, 
the prediction of doom in half 
a century or so may come to 
pa3s.

MCCARTHY'S STATEMENT 
The speculation is; how many 
votes will Humphrey gam from 
Ms endorsement by Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy. I did nut know how to 
answer the question when asked 
to give an assessm ent on the 
evening that McCarthy made his 
declaration. So I threw it to an 
audience of 1500, hall college 
students, half townsfolk, and 
said: 
I wonder, would those of 
you who were not planning to 
vote for Humphrey, hut now' 
will, please raise your hands? 
Not a single hand raised. Which 
suggests that MrCarthy merely 
ratified a position already made 
by some McCarthyites, to vote 
for Humphrey. Those who were 
determined to hold out, are still 
determined to hold out. 
The net effect, then, is to 
suggest that the rise in Mr. 
Humphrey's popularity during 
the past few weeks already 
recorded 
the 
flight back to 
Democratic orthodoxy. and that 
therefore McCarthy’s endorse­ 
ment, while not raising Hum­ 
phrey's vote, will 
raise the 
morale of Humphrey's suppor­ 
ters. 
So what else is new. Senator 
McCarthy, erf course, went on 
to 
say 
far more intriguing 
things. 
His endorsement of 
Humphrey was about as enthusi­ 
astic as Queen Victoria's ack­ 
nowledgement of William Glad­ 
stone as Primo M inister. What 
he did say with apparent gusto 
was that he was through with 
the Democratic Party as now' 
constituted. 
“ I wish to make 
it as clear as I can to the young 
people 
and others who sup­ 
ported me this year after I 
asked them to test tlie establish­ 
ed political processes of the 
Democratic Party that Iwillnot 
make that request of them a- 
gain, unless those processes 
have clearly been changed. . . " 
Senator McCarthy did make it 
clear that he won’t ever again 
ask his followers to support 
the Democratic Party unless the 
Democratic 
Party 
changes. 
Changes In some mysterious 
way. 
Changes, need one com­ 
ment, in such a way as to 
please Senator McCarthy. 
It is all rather strange, inas­ 
much as the political processes 
of the Democratic Party with 
which Senator McCarthy lived 
so very comfortable for so many 
years, are not really any dif­ 
ferent now' from what they were 
when, 
for 
instance, 
Adlai 
Stevenson was presented 
to 
the Democratic Convention in 
Chicago in 1952, not having run 
in a single primary, and was 
nominated for President with­ 
out so much as a by-your- 
leave to the heavily popular 
favorite Estes Kefauver. 


Senitor McCarthy's allergy 
to the Democratic Party cry­ 
stallized at the moment when 
the Democratic Paity rejected 
him, even as it had rejected 
Kefauver with McCarthy's de­ 
lirious approval, in preference 
for someone else. McCarthy's 
showing in the prim aries was 
by far less conclusive than 
Kefauver's had been—but never 
m nd, McCarthy's vanity is lar­ 
ger. Or if that is now the word 
for it, Ids devotion to his ideals 
is larger, and now he finds that 
none of the existing political 
parties qualifies as a vessel 
pure enough to transport his 
ideals to power. 
I suspect that Senator Mc­ 
Carthy sees far enough into the 
future to see a fight looming 
in 1972 between President Rich­ 
ard Nixon, seeking a second 
term and—Senator Teddy Kem. 
nedy. What a nightmare that is, 
for a gentleman who fought 
first Jack, thenBobby— and now 
faces the excruciating prospect 
of Teddy Kennedy. Having said 
that he would not counsel his 
following to stay with the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket in 1970, nor the 
presidency on a Democratic 
ticket in 1972. To say, in effect, 
that he flatly predicts that the 
Dam* cratic Party will not have 
reformed. 
Is he, then, punishing the 
Kennedy supporters now, for 
not com ng to his aid in Chicago 
during the summer? For back­ 
ing Senator McGovern, instead 
of himself? 
"What on earth 
does he believe will sustain 
his disciples? Has he in mind 
a vehicle more sublime than the 
Democratic Party, hackneyed 
as it is? Imagine, McCarthy 
leading a third-party movement 
against Teddy Kennedy! What 
it comes down to, I venture 
is that Senator McCarthy will 
not likely again, in his life­ 
time, command a substantial 
political movement. 
I mean, 
he's through.

HOME CAP)— Ho.scue teams 
battled mud and floods today to 
search for survivors of weekend 
floods and landslides that cut a 
path of death and destruction 
aloim the southern edge of the 
Italian Alps.

exceeding the 113 who died in 
the floods in Florence and Ven- 
ice two years as;o todav.

rivers northeast of Turin, an- 
nounced that 91 bodies had been 
found in that province, the worst 
hit area in the disaster /.one. 


At least 13 others were miss- 


ing, 
arid 10 others dead were 


reported in other sections of 
northern Italy. 


Hundreds of army and civil- 


ian rescue workers struggled 
over muddy washed- out road- 
beds to reach the disaster area 
in vereelli province still being 
swept by heavy rains this morn- 
ing.

pilot who tle\v over the Mosso 
valley in the foothills of the 
Alps.
